COLUMBUS, Feb. 2 — Gov­ 
ernor Lausche warned today 
that a state income tax would 
have to be levied or the sales 
tax increased if the demands 
of various pressure groups are 
to be met.

LAKE SUCCESS. Feb. 2—The 1 
Chinese Com munist government I 
today assailed the United Na- ' 
tions action branding it an 
ag­ 
gressor as “ an insult to the peo­ 
ple’s governm ent.” 
Thp statement of the Com­ 
munist regime was broadcast 
by the Peiping radio as the 
United States sternly ruled out 
any appeasement of Red China 
by the United Nations general 
Assembly “ good offices” com ­ 
mittee. 
The com m ittee is designated 
under the American resolution 
condemning Peiping and adopted 
by the assem bly to undertake 
peace overtures in an effort to 
settle the fighting in Korea. 
The 
statem ent 
by 
Peiping 
radio added that passage of the 
§ resolution showed that the “ Uni­ 
ted States im perialists” had no 
intention of settling the Korean j 
w ar by peaceful m eans. 
It was the first com m ent on 
the action by Communist China 
since the assem bly adopted the 
condemnation resolution y ester­ 
day by a vote of 44 to 7 with nine 
abstentions.

LAS VEGAS. Feb. 2—A 
test 
atomic explosion, described as 
“ the largest yet,” rocked South­ 
ern Nevada

with a flash of light visible

miles away. 
Las Vegas police and other ob­ 
servers agreed that th 2 explos­ 
ion was the largest of four atom ­ 
ic bursts staged in seven days 
at the government s huge prov­ 
ing ground northwest o Las Ve­ 
gas. 
A large plate glass window at 
a store in downtown Las Vegas 
was shattered by the blast and 
burglar alarm s all over the city 
were set off. 
The brilliant whPe flash of 
light was shot into the skies at 
8:49 a. rn. (EST). The 
light 
deepened to an orange color 
before fading. Six d i s t i n c t 
shock waves hit Las Vegas six 
minutes

The light was visible in Los

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Beef May Bring More Profit Than Milk To Dairy Herds

Beef sidelines will bs mg more 
profit than milk sales on Ohio 
dairy farms this je a r . according 
to L arry A. Best, P i c k a w a y 
County 
agricultural 
extension 
agent. 
Best said that until 1950, 
the 
income from two quarts of milk 
equalled 
the 
income 
from 
a 
pound of beef But during 1950, 
it took three quarts of milk to 
equal the income of a pound of 
beef. 
Citing finding' of an O h I o 
State university dairy market­ 
ing specialist, C. P. Christian, 
the local farm agentsaid: 
“ The situation 
seems 
to 
be 
certain 
for 
1951 
and 
longer. 
There are certain practices to 
take advantage of the situation 
and so result in higher farm in­ 
come as long as beef demand 
outruns m arket supply “ 
One such practice is a matter 
of individual choice—whether to 
use beef sires in dairy herds. Ob­ 
viously, a purebred b r e e d e r 
probably would lose more than 
he would gain by such practice. 
Owners of grade dairy h e r d s, 
however, might improve value of 
calves for beef by using b e e f 
bulls. 
• 
• 
• 
A 
FACTOR 
IN 
FAVOR 
of 
d airy bulls, even in grade herds, 
is that bigger dairy breeds pro­ 
duce bigger calves than do beef 
breeds. 
“ Holstein 
and 
Brown 
Swiss 
calves thus get an early start to 
v e a l 
production,” Christian 
pointed out, Best reported. 
There are three general prac­ 
tices the OSU extension special­ 
ist recom m ended without reser­ 
vation: 
1. Feed veal calves to market 
weights of 180 to 220 pounds. A 
calf will bring $10 to $15 more 
p er hundred in this range than 
at other weights. 
2. Feed corn to cows that are 
to be culled from the 
milking 
herd—-or sell them off good pas­ 
ture while they are in good con­ 
dition. A dry cow probably will 
“ fatten u p ” more easily t h a n 
one that is milking. Even if a 
cow is a cull, the milk she does 
produce tends to take off body 
weight. 
3. Raise replacem ent heifers 
from only the best cows. Make 
beef from heifers from poorer 
cows and steers of bull calves.

b a m room will have to be ade­ 
quate to ca rry young stock 
in 
addition to the milking herd.
